You wake up on a Saturday, 
head pounding, diy mouth 
and cold sweat wondering:

You promise yourself that 
next time, next time you won’t 
drink so much as you pull out 
your cellphone, still in your 
back pocket, and sift through 
the evidence of last night’s 
binge-drink fuelled mistakes. 

This, and worse conse¬ 
quences are exactly what an 
ad campaign from the Alberta 
Gaming and Liquor Commis¬ 
sion (AGLC) is tiying to pre¬ 
vent with its latest campaign: 
Thanks Alcohol. 

“It’s part of our low risk 
drinking campaign, this is one 


cog in our wheel,” said Bill 
Robinson, president and chief 
executive at the AGLC. 

“This is a campaign that in 
reality, folks find themselves 
in these types of situations un¬ 
fortunately from time to time 
and we want to be reflective of 
that, but that’s the worst case 
scenario in some instances if 
you use and abuse alcohol.” 

The sassy animated web 
page is filled with facts, and a 
quiz to determine what kind 
of drinker you are. The cam¬ 
paign cost over $400,000, and 
was targeted at 18-24 year-olds 
to raise awareness about the 


dangers of taking it too far 
when it comes to drinking al¬ 
cohol. 

Some, however, believe the 
campaign is in poor taste, and 
don’t relate. On Twitter several 
users called the ad out for be¬ 
ing unproductive, making fun 
of people with problems and 
perhaps suggesting that girls 
who drink are ‘easy.’ 

Robinson says if you don’t 
relate, count yourself lucky. 
The web page is meant to get 
a conversation going, and to 
stop people from making mis¬ 
takes — some fatal — when 
they decide to drink alcohol.

Evaluating out of town as¬ 
sistance calls by Edmonton 
police members in order bet¬ 
ter understand emergency 
resource allocations will be a 
huge task, said EPS. 

Earlier this week, mayor 
Don Iveson called for EPS to 
provide more information on 
how often city members leave 


the city to assist RCMP. 

But according to Acting 
Staff Sgt. Mitch Liwczalc with 
EPS logistics branch, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to pinpoint how many 
times city police would leave 
Edmonton for an RCMP assist. 

For the most part, Liwczalc 
said, EPS does a lot of RCMP 
assists inside the city. 

“An assist to RCMP can be 
anywhere from they call us 
to execute a warrant on their 
behalf,” he said. “Another (ex¬ 
ample) is death notifications.” 

In 2012, EPS helped with 
1,042 RCMP calls, while there 
were 1,051 assists made in 
2013 and a large majority of 
those are assists within the 
city limits. 


Liwczalc said in order to de¬ 
termine how many times the 
service leaves the city to as¬ 
sist with RCMP, officers would 
have to go through each of 
the estimated 500,000 calls 
received by dispatch manually 
and even then, it wouldn’t be 
a fair representation, since the 
RCMP will often assist EPS, 
too. 

“It kind of goes both ways,” 
he said. 

Also, certain assists could 
also be missed, Liwczalc noted, 
because covert operations 
run through different depart¬ 
ments might lead investiga¬ 
tors outside of city limits, but 
not be recorded by the call 
centre. 


Outside city limits 


From Jan. to Oct., EPS’s Air 
One responded to 21 out of 
over 3,ioo calls that took the 
chopper outside of city limits. 
That doesn’t include times 
when the helicopter was 
working on an EPS call that 
took it beyond city limits, 
including a vehicle pursuit.

to see how fast and how far 
that can happen,” said Ian Ho¬ 
sier with the city. 

According to Old Strathcona 
Business Association officials, 
pedestrian wayfinding is a pri¬ 
ority for businesses, which is 
why they want to get started on 
developing an Old Strathcona 
business directoiy of sorts that 
can be triggered when people 
use the city’s proposed wayfind¬ 
ing app. “We want to do our 
layer so we can be prepared for 
that when the city does get go¬ 
ing,” said Murray Davison with 
the association. 


The city’s wayfinding pro¬ 
ject has an estimated cost of 
around $10 million, with some 
of the individual signs fetching 
$10,000 to $15,000 each. It in¬ 
cludes more signage both street 
level and in the underground 
and LRT pedway system. 

The plan received some 
backlash from city council 
members when it was dis¬ 
cussed Tuesday, with some un¬ 
able to justify the costs of the 
plan in a tight budget at this 
time. Quickly approaching 
budget talks will ultimately 
decide the fate of the pedes¬ 
trian-friendly plan for the city, 
something Davison sees a lot of 
value in. 

“I think wayfinding is ex¬ 
tremely important. It should be 
raised on the priority level but I 
agree with Don Iveson that this 
is a step in the right direction.”

Tim Querengesser with 
the Edmonton Wayfinding 
Project said as a newcomer 
to the city, he often found 
himself lost in the River 
Valley.

A bike share program could 
come to Blatchford as plan¬ 
ners move ahead with design 
elements to the neighbour¬ 
hood near downtown. 

City officials say they 
would encourage the pri¬ 
vate sector to step forward 
first when it comes to bike 
sharing but that they would 
ensure all of the proper infra¬ 
structure is in place first. 

“There are things that we 
can facilitate, that we can do 


veiy well but would prefer to 
have commercial operations 
look after it if they can. Every¬ 
thing we’re doing right now 
is to allow people to cycle 
through the community as 
efficiently and safely as pos¬ 
sible,” said Mark Hall, execu¬ 
tive director of the Blatchford 
redevelopment project. 

Blatchford officials hope 
that many of the residents in 
the development turn to two 


wheels to get around instead 
of four because of how the 
area will be built. 

Bike parking and bike 
storage facilities at the LRT 
are being eyed as the first 
steps in the bike network 
plan, with a commercial bike 
sharing program possibly fol¬ 
lowing that. 

“We’ll get there when 
we get there,” said Hall. “I 
think it’s possible for a bike 
sharing program. I think the 
conversation around cycling 
12 months in Edmonton is 
really starting to evolve and 
emerge ... so it’s possible but 
at this stage it’s not some¬ 
thing we’ve turned our mind 
to at a detailed level.” 

Cycling tracks will also be 
incorporated into the area 
when construction happens, 
something designers say is 
unique compared to other 
city neighbourhoods.

Last Wednesday, while 
news of the Ottawa shoot¬ 
ing unfolded, Metro learned 
that Edmonton police were 
investigating suspicious activ¬ 
ity around a war memorial. 
We didn’t report it because 
police concluded it was a false 
alarm. But for Umar Alcbar, 
the suspect in question, it 
was an unnerving lesson in 
public paranoia and racism. 
The ordeal played out like an 
episode of Little Mosque on 
the Prairie. 

Let me begin by saying 
that Alcbar is my friend. He’s 
got a lot of grand marketing 
ideas. This you need to know 
to comprehend why he was 
in Churchill Square, photo¬ 
graphing near the Cenotaph 
sculptural letters that spelled 
“bid” to promote an art auc¬ 
tion. 

You should also know 
that he’s brown and sports 


a magnificent beard. That, 
combined with the abstractly 
designed letters, suggested 
to complainants that he was 
sending “hidden Islamic 
messages,” he told me. “My 
unfortunate luck. None of 
us watched the news that 
morning.” 

Us? 

Yeah. He was with others. I 
once joined him and another 
brown friend on a farmers’- 
market film shoot and a man 
sincerely asked us if we were 
with A1 Jazeera. But this time 
his friends were white, so 
they must have been pushed 
into the background because 
only Alcbar’s home was vis¬ 
ited by three officers. 

He was grazing tapas at 
Three Boards at the time. His 
parents, however, were home. 
All police would say was that 
their son was taking pictures 
without permits. 

To reiterate: Three officers 
on the case of a rogue photog¬ 
rapher shooting in a public 
space. 

It’s not clear how police

traced his address (EPS didn’t 
comment). Akbar wasn’t driv¬ 
ing. EPS pulled nearby video 
surveillance, but if it included 
him it would have shown him 
with friends. 

He did, however, geotag 
his Instagram picture. You’d 
think such inconspicuous acts 
would be a dead giveaway 
that it was a misunderstand¬ 
ing. 

Police were certainly min¬ 


ing his social media — which 
should have been troubling 
because for as long as I’ve 
known Akbar he’s been In- 
stagramming unwitting cops 
and cruisers with smartass 
captions. It’s just his thing. 

But that’s not the Face- 
book activity from October 
2013 that they raised with 
him. 

Was it a call for jihad? 

A sympathetic view of Al- 


Qaeda? 

A subpar halal recipe? 

No. It was a link to a Huff- 
ington Post article about Cal- 
gaiy mayor Naheed Nenshi’s 
evangelical opponent. The 
headline — not his status — 
read: “Nenshi’s Muslim Faith 
Forcing God’s Wrath Upon 
Calgarians: Candidate.” 

Directly below that post, 
however, was some Is¬ 
lamic language; Akbar wrote 
“Inshallah” (“God willing”) 
above a link to then mayoral 
candidate Don Iveson’s grand 
plan for a citywide LRT. 

The verdict was in: “They 
spent three hours of their day 
chasing a hipster, not a terror¬ 
ist,” said Akbar. 

In fairness, police were 
reasonable. My friend was 
never cuffed, never interro¬ 
gated, never asked to step 
inside the station and given 
ample time to meet. He 
acknowledges that they were 
just doing their job and inves¬ 
tigating a report. 

He even empathizes with 
whomever reported him. 


“They were just tiying to 
be heroes.” 

Still, he couldn’t help but 
wake up angiy the next day. 
He’d been forced to explain 
his progressive beliefs and 
defend himself against a 
racially motivated investiga¬ 
tion. He’d been profiled in 
his birthplace — a city he 
dedicates much of his work to 
promoting. 

“Police gave me no 
reassurance afterward that 
they weren’t following me 
anymore, which is frighten¬ 
ing,” he said. “My fate will be 
tested the next time I buy a 
plane ticket.” 

Though he says it with a 
laugh, he’s not joking. This is 
the brown experience. Always 
suspicious, but especially in 
times of high-alert. 

Events like the Ottawa 
shooting will understandably 
heighten our senses, but they 
should also heighten our 
sensitivities. Far more danger¬ 
ous to Canada are our prejudi¬ 
ces, whether they be directed 
at Muslims or hipsters.

Crisis still a problem 


Thousands more 
get legal support 
with $5-5M boost 

Legal aid will be made avail¬ 
able to thousands more 
Albertans this year with a 
$5.5-million funding boost 
announced Thursday by 
Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis. 

The money comes 
about two weeks after 
Denis and his counterparts 
from other provinces tried 
unsuccessfully at a confer¬ 
ence in Banff to convince 
federal Justice Minister 
Peter MacKay to boost 
federal contributions for 
the jointly funded program 
that provides lawyers to the 
poorest of the poor. 

To be eligible for full 
legal representation, the 
maximum annual income 
for an individual in Alberta 
stood at $16,176, meaning 
those receiving Assured 
Income for the Severely 
Handicapped (AISH) made 
too much money to qualify. 

The new funding will en¬ 
able the income threshold 
to be boosted to $19,056 
and make legal aid to AISH 


recipients, according to the 
provincial government. 

“I would be much hap¬ 
pier if the federal govern¬ 
ment would step up to the 
table but if they don’t, we 
will,” Denis told reporters. 

Legal Aid Alberta chair 
Derek Cranna said it’s im¬ 
possible to quantify exactly 
how many more people will 
now qualify but “for this 
calendar this year, a rough 
estimate would exceed 
5,000 individuals.” 

Legal Aid Alberta an¬ 
nounced earlier this year it 
would shutter seven offices 
around the province in or¬ 
der to save $4 million over 
the next three years, but 
was still facing a $ 15-mil- 
lion deficit over that same 
period. 

Kevin Feth, president of 
the Law Society of Alberta, 
was pleased by Thursday’s 
announcement but said 
legal aid funding remains 
an “ongoing crisis” that 
requires a “long-term strat¬ 
egy” beyond the current 
year. 

Denis said his “inten¬ 
tion” is that the additional 
funds would be made 
permanent in the next 
provincial budget.

Bud talk in Banff. 

Would legalization 
weed out the black 
market?

Albertans shouldn’t be green 
with envy over Colorado’s 
legalization of marijuana, a 
high-ranking law-enforcement 
officer from that state told a 
Banff conference Thursday. 

Sgt. Jim Gerhardt, a drug 
agent operating out of Thorn¬ 
ton, Colo., said the number of 
youth using marijuana recrea- 
tionally is on the rise, the black- 
market supply of the drug may 
actually be expanding, and 
commercial providers are in¬ 
volved in a “parasitic” business 
model that relies on getting 


people addicted. 

“What we’ve seen is the 
cons really outweigh the pros,” 
Gerhardt said in an interview 
shortly before delivering the 
keynote address at the Evolu¬ 
tion and Management of Mari¬ 
juana Grow-ops, hosted at the 
Banff Centre. 

He said one teenager in the 
state threw himself off a hotel 
balcony after eating a mari¬ 
juana-infused cookie, while 
another user shot his wife after 
ingesting the drug and believ¬ 
ing the world was about to end. 

There are also lingering 
questions about the methods 
to test for drug-impaired driv¬ 
ers, although it’s unclear if 
collisions related to use of mari¬ 
juana have risen since the Jan. 1 
legalization date. 

“The incidents are just stack¬ 
ing up, left and right,” Gerhardt 
said. “People are blowing up 
their homes doing butane hash- 
oil extraction. It’s just kind of a 


free-for-all and we’re not seeing 
any benefit from it. The taxes 
are underperforming ... there’s 
human lives being lost and I 
don’t know what the dollar 
value you can put on those that 
makes it OK.” 

The cases described by 
Gerhardt have also been ref¬ 
erenced by other law-enforce¬ 
ment officials sounding alarms 
at news conferences, but pro¬ 
pot advocates have pointed 
out that violent crime in Den¬ 
ver dropped over the first four 
months of the year — assaults, 
for example, declined 3.7 per 
cent. 

Gerhardt, however, said he 
fears for Canada as it moves 
to a model that sees commer¬ 
cial supply of the drug in large 
greenhouses run by private 
corporations. Newly prescribed 
users of medicinal marijuana, 
which the courts have said the 
federal government must pro¬ 
vide reasonable access to, can 


no longer grow plants in their 
own homes. 

“We battle, I guess what 
you’d call ‘Big Pot’ in our state 
... They send armies of lobby¬ 
ists down to the capital eveiy 
session ... it really doesn’t end 
with marijuana,” Gerhardt said. 
“The goal with a lot of these 
groups is that all recreational 
drugs will be available through 
some kind of a commercial set¬ 
ting.” 

But Stan Swiatelc, founder 
and president of Airdrie-area 
Sundial Growers, deemed the 
investigator’s remarks “ab¬ 
surd,” and said Canada’s new 
commercial approach “weeds 
out the black market, abso¬ 
lutely.” 

“Kids can get (marijuana) 
easier than they can a bottle 
of wine right now on the black 
market ... so, how are we go¬ 
ing to stop that? By arresting all 
these people? It hasn’t worked 
to this point in time.”

Crash 
report says pilot error 
downed plane in Bashaw 


A fatality inquiry report says a 
plane crash in central Alberta 
that killed two brothers from 
B.C. on their way to a wedding 
was caused by pilot error.

An investigator with the 
Transportation Safety Board 
testified at the inquiry that 
nothing was mechanically 
wrong with the plane. 


Final report 


The Transportation Safety 
Board has yet to release its 
final report into the crash. 

The inquiry heard that 
Dean Sorlcen was at the 
controls in cloudy weath¬ 
er, even though his li¬ 
cence only allowed him 
to fly when he could see 
the ground and horizon.

Who ya gonna call? 

MacEwan University 
students — who helped 
bust the myth there are 
two ghosts at McKenzie 
House in Old Strathcona 


A group of MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity students proved there 
wasn’t a ghost of a chance 
that an Edmonton house 
was haunted thanks to an 
unconventional “field trip.” 

MacEwan University 
psychology professor Rod¬ 
ney Schmaltz and a group 
of students set out to iden¬ 
tify if McKenzie House in 
Old Strathcona was home to 
two ghosts: An old man in a 
hat on the second floor, and 
a young girl lurking in the 
basement. 

“We talk a bit about 
ghosts and paranormal ac¬ 
tivity (in class) and I thought 
the best way to have stu¬ 


dents understand the ghost¬ 
ly phenomenon would be to 
develop a way, scientifically, 
to test for ghosts and then 
go do it,” said Schmaltz, 
who used the ghost hunt as 
a way to encourage his stu¬ 
dents’ scientific skepticism. 

While a few students 
were initially “spooked” by 
the idea of coming face to 
face with McKenzie house 
ghosts, Schmaltz said the 
more the team discussed it, 
the more they prepared for 
the trek. 

The group armed them¬ 
selves with a few tools to 
monitor for Earthbound 
spirits, including an EMF 
reader, which measures elec¬ 
tromagnetic frequencies. 

“If there is a lot of elec¬ 
tromagnetic energy, some¬ 
times it can make you feel 
the hairs stand up on the 
back of your neck, and so 
on. So again, a very rational 
explanation for what people 
may be feeling,” Schmaltz 
explained. 


Ghost(myth)busters 


The group also used a video 
camera and digital voice 
recorder to track for ghosts. 


• McKenzie House was 
built in 1907 and was 
home to Strathcona 
mayor J.J. McKenzie. 


• Rumour has it that when 
you drive by the house 
at certain times, a man 
wearing a hat can be 
spotted on the second 
floor. 


Despite the folklore, stu¬ 
dent Jacqueline Ste-Croix 
said the team couldn’t find 
evidence of ghosts. 

“The basement was pretty 
spooky,” she added. “I think 
we pretty much proved it’s 
just reflections and shadows 
and an old house being an 
old house.”

Developers can apply to 
build tall timber buildings 


Edmonton developers are 
welcome to apply for per¬ 
mits to build six-storey 
structures out of wood, said 
city officials after Calgary 
moved to promote more 
“innovative” housing op¬ 
tions. 

On the heels of the Cal¬ 
gary announcement, of¬ 
ficials from the city of 
Edmonton’s permitting de¬ 
partment said they would 
consider similar projects on 
a case-by-case basis. 

“It’s a builder or de¬ 
veloper’s opportunity to 
make an application and try 
to demonstrate how under 
our current building code, 
a combustible wood-frame 
building would be equal 
to the non-combustible 
provisions within the 
code,” said Eugene Gyorfi, 
director of safety codes for 
Edmonton. 

Right now the current 
building code doesn’t allow 
for anything higher than 
a four-storey building to 
be built out of wood, said

Calgary’s mayor Naheed 
Nenshi called the decision 
an “innovative way to make 
housing more affordable 
for Calgarians.” 


Gyorfi, but that doesn’t 
entirely stop builders from 
making an application. 

“Do we believe there will 
be? I don’t know. I guess 
that’s up to the developer 
or community to let us 
know,” Gyorfi said. 

Since 2009, B.C. has al¬ 
lowed for six-storey wood- 
frame construction, but 
adapted the construction 
safety codes to eliminate 
potential hazards on site. 

“We’re interested in 
working with the develop¬ 
er or community to real¬ 
ize whatever building they 
think they want to put up,” 
said Gyorfi.

While loot- 
hauling EPS reminds 
drivers, homeowners 
and kids to be safe 


Halloween is exciting for adults 
and kids alike, and the streets 
will be teeming with both this 
weekend. 

As trick or treaters prowl 
up and down residential streets 
gathering loot, and grownups 
enjoy late night costume par¬ 
ties, the Edmonton Police want 
to remind eveiyone — home- 
owners, motorists, adults and 
kids-to play safe. Kids should 
trick or treat in groups, or with 
a parent/guardian, said police, 
and, if an older child heads out 
alone, they should stay within a 
designated area for a set period 
of time. 

Sticking to one side of the 
street and then crossing to visit 
houses on the other side is rec¬ 


ommended, as is wearing light- 
coloured, weather-appropriate 
clothing, canying a flash light 
or glow-stick and wearing 
makeup, rather than a sight- 
restricting mask. And, even if 
you’re channeling Superman 
or Dracula, avoid the long capes 
that can be easily tripped over. 

Around the house, do a 
safety inspection of the prop¬ 
erty, police say. That includes 
providing good lighting on 
front stairways and at the entry 
door, securing exterior Hal¬ 
loween decorations away from 
walkways and traffic areas, and 
removing wet leaves or debris 
that can be a slipping hazard. 

“If you’re using candles in 
a jack-o-lantem, make sure the 
flames can’t come into contact 
with a child’s costume. Batteiy- 
powered lights are a safer al¬ 
ternative,” said an EPS spokes¬ 
person. And for adults partying 
into the wee hours, the City’s 
Garry Dziwenlca reminds Ed¬ 
montonians to catch a cab or 
ride with a designated driver.

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CBC execs mum on Ghomeshi 



Staying silent. How 

much did they know? 
Head honchos refuse 
to speak publicly about 
allegations of violence 


Top brass at the CBC are si¬ 
lent on what they knew, and 
when, about allegations of vio¬ 
lence and sexual harassment 
against disgraced radio host 
Jian Ghomeshi. 

President Hubert Lacroix, 
executive vice-president of 
English services Heather Con¬ 
way and head of radio Chris 
Boyce did not return multiple 
requests for comment on 
Thursday, the same day the 
CBC told staff it was hiring an 
external firm to investigate 
allegations against Ghomeshi 
within the firm and offering 
counselling. 

“Given that these matters 
are now before the courts 
and the grievance arbitration 
process, we will be limited in 
our communications,” CBC 
spokesman Chuck Thompson 
said in an email to Torstar 
News Service. 

“We look forward to the op¬ 
portunity to fully disclose the 
facts of these matters. We are 


extremely confident that CBC 
will be seen to have acted veiy 
quickly when we concluded 
that we could not continue 
our employment relationship 
with Jian Ghomeshi.... We 
believe that the information 
will demonstrate that the CBC 
acted as a prudent and respon¬ 
sible employer.” 

While CBC executives have 
not spoken publicly, they are 
communicating with staff 
about the Ghomeshi allega¬ 
tions. In a memo announcing 
the third-party investigation 
and counselling, Conway 
called Torstar and CBC reports 
“extremely disturbing and of 
great concern to all of us.” 

She praised the “profession¬ 
alism” of staff and reminded 
them that while they are not 
prevented from responding 
to reporters’ questions, they 
should not feel obligated. 

It isn’t just current CBC 
managers staying mum. Kirs- 
tine Stewart, in charge of 
English services from 2011 to 
2013 and now a VP at Twitter, 
told Torstar in a tweet to con¬ 
tact the site’s PR department, 
which did not return a request 
for comment. 

Former CBC president Rob¬ 
ert Rabinovitch, at the CBC 
helm from 1999 to 2007, and 
Denise Donlon, head of radio

from 2008 to 2011, did not re¬ 
turn requests for comment. 

Only Richard Stursberg, 
executive vice-president of 
English services from 2004 to 
2010, talked to Torstar. He was 
in charge in 2007, when Qwas 
bom. 

“There was never any con¬ 
versation or indication at the 
time that there was anything 
problematic about his behav¬ 
iour,” said Stursberg. 

“I was saddened for the 
CBC, I was saddened for Jian’s 
career, and sad for the women

Jian Ghomeshi dumped by crisis communications firm 


Last week, Jian Ghomeshi was 
a media star, now he’s waging 
the public opinion war solo: 
Both his crisis communications 
firm and traditional public rela¬ 
tions firm severed ties with the 
former Qstar Thursday. 

Ghomeshi issued only a 
brief statement on Thursday, 
after the detailed accounts of 
how he allegedly strangled, hit 
or demeaned eight women hit 


the news cycle. The count has 
since risen to nine and the al¬ 
leged violence has sparked a 
discussion about sexual vio¬ 
lence and rape culture in Can¬ 
ada. 

“I want to thank you for 
your support and assure you 
that I intend to meet these al¬ 
legations directly. I don’t in¬ 
tend to discuss this matter any 
further with the media,” wrote 


the former media darling on 
Faceboolc. 

Ghomeshi’s previous 
Faceboolc post, published 
pre-emptive of the initial al¬ 
legations, claimed CBC fired 
him only for having kinky 
sex and blamed a “jilted” ex 
for orchestrating a campaign 
against him. The post is widely 
suspected to have been done 
with the help of Navigator, 


the high-stalces public strat¬ 
egy and communications firm 
he hired, which is known for 
representing high-profile cli¬ 
ents in serious trouble, includ¬ 
ing former Ontario attorney 
general Michael Bryant after 
the death of cyclist Darcy Shep¬ 
pard and former prime minis¬ 
ter Brian Mulroney in the Air¬ 
bus scandal. 

However, Navigator an¬ 


nounced late Thursday it is no 
longer representing Ghomeshi. 

“In response to numerous 
media requests, Navigator con¬ 
firms it does not advise Jian 
Ghomeshi. Regrettably, the 
circumstances of our engage¬ 
ment have changed and we are 
no longer able to continue,” 
the company said in a state¬ 
ment. 

It was a break in strategy 


for the strategy firm, as only a 
few hours earlier a Navigator 
spokesperson told Metro: “We 
never confirm or deny who our 
clients are, nor do we speak 
about them.” 

Roclc-it Promotions, 

which had a longstand¬ 
ing PR relationship with 
Ghomeshi, announced it also 
had severed ties with him.

Harper repeatedly ham¬ 
mered home the message 
that the entire suite of meas¬ 
ures would benefit all Can¬ 
adian families with children. 

And he acknowledged the 
whopping price tag, which 
he said the government 
would well be able to afford. 

“At the same time, we’re 
doing this in a way that en¬ 
sures that the things we 
promised in the last election 
will actually reach people in 
the life of this Parliament.”

Moncton murderer 
may face precedent 
setting sentence

Justin Bourque. Crown 
seeking maximum 
sentence — 75 years 
without eligibility to 
apply for parole 


Justin Bourque’s killing of three 
Mounties has been described in 
court as one of the worst crimes 
in Canadian histoiy, prompting 
recommendations from Crown 
and defence lawyers for the 
harshest sentence in more than 
50 years. 

Judge David Smith, chief 
justice of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench in New Brunswick, is 
scheduled to sentence the 
24-year-old Friday, four months 
after Bourque used a semi-auto¬ 
matic rifle to fatally shoot three 
officers and wound two others 
in Moncton’s north end. 

Bourque pleaded guilty in 
August to three counts of first- 
degree murder and two counts 
of attempted murder. 

The Crown is seeking the 
maximum sentence — 75 
years without eligibility to 
apply for parole — under a sec¬ 
tion of the Criminal Code that 
was amended in 2011. Prior 
to that, Bourque would have 
been handed an automatic life 
sentence with no chance at par¬ 
ole for 25 years, the mandatoiy 
penalty for one or more convic¬ 
tions of first-degree murder. 

Earlier this week, defence 
lawyer David Lutz said his 
client, having admitted to the 
crimes in a detailed, three- 


hour statement to police, has 
argued that a 50-year parole 
ineligibility period would be 
fair. Lutz had little else to say 
on his client’s behalf, except 
that Bourque has a defective 
thought process and inad¬ 
equate social skills. 

If Smith accepts either the 
Crown or defence recommen¬ 
dations, the sentence would be 
the harshest since Canada’s last 
executions in 1962.

Health spending increase 
smallest in 17 years 


A new report says Canada will 
pay only $61 more per person 
this year for health care com¬ 
pared to last year’s expendi¬ 
tures. 

The report says the increase 
in health spending was the low¬ 
est in 17 years and amounts to 
only a 2.1 per cent rise. 

The Canadian Institute for 
Health Information says Can¬ 
ada is expected to spend just 
under $215 billion this year on 
health care, which works out to 
$6,045 per person. 

That spending level puts 
Canada eighth among the

Hospitals make up about 30 per cent of 
health-care spending, $63.5 billion. Drugs 
and doctors come next, at 16 and 15 per 
cent respectively, or $33.9 billion and

Nurse defies Ebola quarantine 



Maine. Kaci Hickox, 
who spent time treating 
patients in Sierra Leone,

A nurse who vowed to defy 
Maine’s voluntaiy quarantine 
for health-care workers who 
treated Ebola patients followed 
through on her promise Thurs¬ 
day, leaving her home for an 
hour-long bike ride. 

Kaci Hickox and her boy¬ 
friend stepped out of their 
home Thursday morning and 
rode away on mountain bikes, 
followed by a state police cruis¬ 
er. 

It was the second time Hick¬ 
ox broke quarantine. She left 
her home Wednesday evening 
briefly to speak to reporters, 
even shaking a hand that was 
offered to her. 

Hickox contends there’s no 
need for quarantine because 
she’s showing no symptoms. 
She’s also tested negative for 
the deadly disease. 

“I really hope that we can 
work things out amicably and 
continue to negotiate,” she said 
Thursday morning while riding 
on a dirt trail. 

There was no immediate 
comment from state health 
officials, who were going to 


Legality and guidelines

2018 World 

Cup. FIFA 
regrets video 
that shows 
Crimea part 
of Russia 

FIFA has expressed regret on 
Thursday after its video launch¬ 
ing the logo for the 2018 World 
Cup showed the disputed 
Crimean peninsula as part of 
Russia. 

The video, broadcast as 
the logo was beamed onto 
Moscow’s Bolshoi Theatre on 
Tuesday, included a map of 
host nation Russia, including 
Crimea. Russia annexed the 
Crimean peninsula in March 
to fierce opposition from many 
Western governments. The 
Ukrainian government still 
claims Crimea as part of its 
territoiy. 

The original video has been 
removed from FIFA’s YouTube 
channel and replaced with an 
edited version excluding the 
two-second sequence in which 
the map of Russia was shown. 

The video angered some 
Ukrainian commentators. 

Markiyan Lubkivskiy, who 
directed Ukraine’s prepara¬ 
tions to host Euro 2012, called 
for legal action. “Lawyers, get 
ready,” he wrote. “If we don’t 
react toughly to things like 
this, then soon nothing will be

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Double-double, toil and 
trouble for Tim Hortons? 



Report. Takeover by 
Burger King could 
have some scary 
consequences, such 
as massive layoffs 


Widespread layoffs and strict 
cost-cutting measures could 
befall Tim Hortons if Burger 
King’s parent company takes 
over the chain, says a study 
from the Canadian Centre 
for Policy Alternatives. 

The left-leaning think- 
tank released a scathing 
review of 3G Capital’s past 
takeovers on Thursday and 
concluded that the Brazilian 
private equity firm’s track 
record is predictive of “over¬ 
whelmingly negative conse¬ 
quences for Canadians” and 
the Tim Hortons restaurant 
chain. 

“Without additional 
strong assurances from 3G 
Capital that no jobs will be 
lost ... this may not be in 
the net benefit of Canada,” 
said CCPA senior economist 
David Macdonald, who was 
involved in the preparation 
of the report. 

The policy centre said 3G 
Capital hasn’t made a suit¬ 
able case for how the merged 
company benefits Canadians 
and it’s urging the federal 
government to demand “a 
better deal” before it ap¬ 
proves the transaction. 

Included in its analysis 
is the assumption that the 


investment company, in 
its $11-billion US takeover 
of the Canadian company, 
would follow a similar play- 
book to past takeovers. 

The report suggests 3G 
Capital’s debt financing 
could force Tim Hortons to 
lay off more than 700 em¬ 
ployees — or 44 per cent 
of staff working outside its 
restaurants — as its tries 
to manage the debt of the 
merged company. 


In response to the study, 
Tim Hortons spokesman 
Scott Bonilcowsky said the 
merged company intends to 
keep the Tim Hortons brand 
independent of its owner and 
maintain “traditional levels 
of community support, res¬ 
taurant-level jobs and fran¬ 
chisee relationships.” 

The new obligations could 
pressure Tim Hortons to cut 
costs, reduce investments 
and squeeze more from its 


franchisees, the report said. 

The expectations are 
based on the investment 
company’s track record in 
past takeovers where thou¬ 
sands of employees were laid 
off at food company Heinz 
and beer company Anheuser- 
Busch. 

While Burger King’s par¬ 
ent company promised to 
keep the headquarters of Tim 
Hortons in Oakville, Ont., 
the report said there have 


been “grossly inadequate” 
workforce commitments 
that have left no guarantees 
when it comes to overall em¬ 
ployment levels or potential 
mass layoffs. 

Earlier this week, Can¬ 
ada’s Competition Bureau 
approved the takeover plan 
to buy Tim Hortons, saying 
it’s unlikely to reduce com¬ 
petition due, in part, due to 
the large number of fast food 
competitors, the Canadian press

Movies. As Maps 
to the Stars opens,

Hollywood — self-obsessed 
child that it is — enjoys turn¬ 
ing the camera on itself, 
but with Maps to the Stars, 
director David Cronenberg 
uses the city as a palette to 
paint a picture of the stupid, 
venal and stratospherically 
self-involved behaviour that 
goes on behind the scenes 
in Beverly Hills’s gated com¬ 
munities and back lots. 

At the centre of the film 
are the Weisses, a Hollywood 
family (John Cusack, Olivia 
Williams and Evan Bird) with 
more secrets than TMZ’s too- 
hot-to-handle file, Havana 
Segrand (Julianne Moore), a 
former big name actress who 
is now as messed up as she is 
washed up and Agatha (Mia 
Wasilcowslca), a burn victim 
with schizophrenia whose 
presence threatens to expose 
closely guarded secrets. 

This may be the most sun- 
dappled film Cronenberg has 
ever made, but don’t let the 
light fool you; it’s also one of 
his darkest.

A Dangerous Mind, the 
tautly told story of two 
psychoanalysts you’ve heard 
of, Dr. Carl Jung (Michael 
Fassbender) and Sigmund 
Freud (Viggo Mortensen), 
plus one you’ve probably 
never heard of, Sabina Spiel- 
rein (Keira Knightley), sees 
Cronenberg combine a love 
story and birth of modern 
analysis. 

The almost total lack of 
physical action means the 
focus is on the words. Some 
will see a film rich with dia¬ 
logue, others will see it as 
verbose. But that’s the kind 
of duality the movie ex¬ 
plores. 

Finally, in Cosmopolis, 
Cronenberg takes us along 
for an existential road trip 
through the breakdown of 
modern society.

Winnipeg-born, Toronto-based 
FX wizard Steven Kostanski 
(of gonzo collective ASTRON-6) 
learned about the ABC’s of film- 
making while making his be¬ 
loved, invisibly budgeted con- 
temporaiy cult classics Father’s 
Day and Manborg, outrageous¬ 
ly innovative genre send-ups 
that exemplified his maverick 
sensibility. 

So it makes sense, then, 
that Kostanslci’s latest bid 
for strange cinema infamy 
lies within the body of a film 
called the ABC’s of Death 2 
(opening today in select Can¬ 
adian markets), the go-for- 
brolce sequel to 2012’s horror 
hit. 

In it, two-dozen-plus direc¬ 
tors (including Canada’s The 
Soslca Sisters and Vincenzo 
Natali) were given a random 
letter of the English alphabet, 
a modest chunk of money 
and allowed to let their im¬ 
aginations run wild. Kostan¬ 
ski and his crew got ‘W’ and 
designed his segment, ‘W is 


for Wish’ accordingly. 

“Our entiy was based on 
an idea that we had already 
been developing,” says the vi¬ 
sionary director. 

“It was sort of a play on 
the old He-Man toys and I had 
already started developing a 
toy line surrounding the con¬ 
cept. So when we got asked 
to do The ABC’s of Death, I 
thought, OK, let’s combine 
toys with the movie and have 
these kids sucked in a fantasy 
universe and realize the toys 
in live action.” 

And that’s what happens 
in W is for Wish, the critical 
favourite of the anthology 
— a mock commercial in 
which two eager lads playing 
with their gladiator toys are 
warped into an ultra-violent 
hell of bloody battles and 
brutal kink. The segment is 
as ingenious as it is hilarious. 

“Like everything I make, 
W is for Wish started out as 
a simple idea that got con¬ 
siderably more complicated 
as we went along, and then 
ended up costing consider-

ably more,” says Kostanski. 

“And of course, I had to 
kick in my own money to 
finish it. I’d say that every¬ 
body involved in The ABC’s 
of Death 2 are working 
professionally in film, and 
like them, I found it hard 
to meet timelines, so I was 
literally finishing it at night 
while working doing FX on 
the new Guillermo del Toro 
film Crimson Peak during 
the day.” 

Kostanslci’s eye for design, 
unsubtle wit and ability to 
wear many hats has given 
him a reputation as an artist 
who can make a dime look 
like a dollar, and one won¬ 
ders what in the world he’d 
ever do if — God forbid — 
someone actually gave him a 
sizeable budget to play with. 

“If I ever had real money, 
I’d pay people for a change, 
I think,” says the filmmaker, 
only half jolting. 

“But low budgets keep you 
creative; they keep the brain 
working. So I’m fine where I 
am for now.”

It was probably foolish to 
have any optimism at all 
about the new Terminator 
film due next summer — 
especially once its title, 
Terminator Genisys, was 
revealed.

Stay home if you are 
suffering symptoms 

It’s Monday morning and you have woken up 
with a sore throat, runny nose, and an achy 
feeling throughout your body. 

What should you do? 

Stay home, says Glenda Hubley, a registered 
nurse in Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. 

Cold and flu germs spread easily, and it’s 
important to avoid sharing germs when you 
are sick. 

Stay home from work or school and any 
errands if they put you in close proximity of 
others. You definitely shouldn’t ride public 
transit. If you have cold or flu symptoms, stay 
away from populated areas so you don’t share 
your symptoms with others, Hubley says. 

“You should be thinking about not just 
yourself but other people, too.” 

At the same time, a sick employee is typ¬ 
ically not a productive one. 

At home, cover your mouth and nose with 
a tissue when coughing or sneezing. Be sure 
to wipe surfaces such as the phone and key¬ 
board. Remember, you can reinfect yourself 
with germs. 

Take care of yourself by drinking plenty of 
fluids and getting plenty of rest. 


HOW DO YOU FEEL? 

While a cold tends to be inside your 
head, the flu causes symptoms all over 
your body, including: 

• Fever or feeling feverish 

• Cough 

• Sore throat 

• Muscle aches and fatigue 

• Loss of appetite 

• Runny or stuffed nose 

• Chest discomfort 

• Headache 

Health Canada says some people 
may also have stomach upset and pain, 
vomiting and diarrhea. Not everyone 
with the flu will have a fever. 


Healthycanadians.gc.ca recommends that 
you stay home if you do get sick until your 
symptoms are gone. If you are at all con¬ 
cerned about your symptons, contact your 
doctor. 

Symptoms provide the best clues as to 
whether or not a person is contagious or not 
well enough to work. If you are sniffling but 
have no other symptoms, it may be you are 
experiencing an allergic reaction. In that 
case, you should go to work.

Also, PEG 3350 laxatives are easy to 
consume — simply mix a powder into 
water, tea or any non-alcoholic beverage.
